THE TIMES, Sept. 29.—The 

expulsion of Robert M. La 
Follette of Wisconsin from the 
United States Senate was proposed 
formally to that body today on the 
ground that he ts a “teacher of d- 
loyalty and sedition, giving aid and 
comfort to our enemies and hinder- 
ing the government in the conduct 
of the war.” 

This accusation is contained in a 
resolution of the Minnesota Com- 
mission of Public Safety, headed by 
Gov. Burnquist, petitioning the Sen- 
ate to expel La Follette, from its 
mem bership. 

The petition was presented in the 
Senate shortly after the body con- 
vened dy Senator Kellogg of Minne- 
sota, who is identified, as La Fol- 
lette has been, with the Progressive 
wing of the Republican party. 

A formal presentation of the ex- 
pulsion petition followed a confer- 
ence attended by Vice-President 


Marshall, Senator Kellogg, Sensor 


Martin, the Democratic leader, and 
Senator Pomerene, chairman of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions.

If the committee should decide 
that expulsion is warranted Chair-

The reso- 
lution then would be referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, which would proceed to try 
the accused Senator and report its 
verdict to the Senate. 
THE PETITION.

COL. HOUSE SEES NO SIGN THAT 
END OF WAR IS NEAR PROSPECT. 


EMW YORK, Sept. 29.—Col. Ed- 
ward M. House will begin next

BIG BATTLE IMPENDS. 
BELIEF IN LONDON. 


ONDON, Sept. 30. — Notwith- 
standing Field Marshal Haig's 
terse report that there is noth- 

ing to report, it is believed a de- 
cistve battle impends or is actually 
in progress on the Franco-Belgian 
front. This is partially verified by 
reports of terrific cannonading in 
the Flanders district and the unusu- 
ally active bombardment from air- 
planes of German military estab- 
lishments in Belgium. It is known 
that for several days Germany has 
been drawing heavy forces from the 
Russian front, presumably to meet 
a new drive by the British.

England is tense tonight, seeing 
the possibility of big events.

ORLD WARNING GIVEN 
BY VISCOUNT ISHII. 


Eastern Monroe Doctrine Announced. 
Open Door to Remain—Interests 
of Tokio Paramount. 


Ew YORK, Sept. 29.—Pro- 
N claiming a Monroe Doctrine 

of the Far East, Viscount Ishii, 
head of the Japanese mission to the 
United States, warned the nations of 
the world tonight that hig country 
will not tolerate aggressions against 
the territory or independence of 
China. At the same time he pledged 
Japan not to attempt similar ag- 
gressions on her part. 

Speaking at a formal dinner in 
honor of the imperial envoy’s visit 
to New York, the Ambassador of 
Emperor Yoshihito outlined publicly 
for the first time since he set. foot 
on American soil the policy of his 


government in relation to China. 

“Circumstances for which we were 
in no sense responsible gave us cer 
tain rights to Chinese territory,” 
Viscount Ishii said, “but at no time 
in the past and at no time in the 
future do we or will we seek to take 
territory from China or despoil Chi- 
na of her rights.“ 

Then with dramatic earnestness 
he expounded the “hands-off” policy 
of his government. 

FOR SELF-PROTECTION. 

“We wish to be and always to 
continue to be,” he declared, “the 
sincere friend and helper of our 
neighbor, for we are more interest- 
ed than anyone else, except China, 
in good government there. Only we 
must at all times for self-protection 
prevent other nations from doing 
what we have no right to do. We 
not only will not seek to assail the 
integrity or the sovereignty of Chi- 
na, but will eventually be .prepared 
to defend and maintain the integ- 
rity and independence of China 
against any aggressor. For we know 
that our own landmarks would be 
threatened by any outside invasion 
or interference in China.” 

While he boldly warned the world 
against any attempt to invade the 
rights of the republic of the Far 
East, Viscount Ishii promised with 
great earnestness that the door to 
legitimate trade in China would 
never be closed by Japan. This dec- 
laration was cheered by the 1000 
public men, bankers, merchants and 
captains of industry who heard him. 

DOOR TO STAY OPEN. 

“The door is always open; it al- 
ways has been open; it always must 
remain open,” he said, “to repre- 
sentatives of these vast commercial 
interests represented so well in this 
great gathering of kings of com- 
merce. 

“We went to China, where the 
door was open to us as to you, and 
we always have realized that there 
nature gave us an advantage. There 
was no need—there is no need—to 
close that door on you, because we 
welcome your fair and honest com- 
petition in the markets everywhere. 
We are trading there where we have 
a natural advantage and where, un- 
less we are very stupid or very inac- 
tive, we are bound to succeed, 
“Gentlemen, I assure you that a 
closed door in China has never been 
and never will be the policy of my 
government. The door is open; the 
field is there.” 

Viscount Ishii attributed to Ger- 
man machinations “sinister rumors 
ef oppression or the false sugges- 
tions of a policy directed against 
China,” whenever Japan or America 
appeared to make progress in that 
country. 

THE ROOT AGREEMENT. 


The envoy declared emphatically 
that the “gentlemen's agreement” 
entered into between Elihu Root, 
when Secretary of State, and Ambas- 
dor Takahira should be sufficient 
guarantee of continued friendly re- 
lations between the two nations. 

“Gentlemen, Japan is satisfied 
with this,“ he exclaimed; “are you?” 

Referring to the alliance between 
America and Japan in the war, he 
said in closing: 

“Tt is not concefvable that you of 
America or we of Japan, because of 
a cry of unstable peace, can change 
the course set by a star. It is not 
conceivable that for some petty gain 
secured by the sacrifice of principle 
at the price of honor lost, we can 
be brought to swerve from our pur- 
pose, let fall the standard of right 
or break the bonds of friendship. It 
is not conceivable that Amegica and 
Japan, our ideals one, our purpose 
fixed, can fail in this great common 
undertaking. 

“We must win, so that when peace 
shall come the hosts of immortal 
dead may rest in honor and the 
hosts of living throughout all cen- 
turies to come may place the un- 
breakable seal of permanent ap- 
proval upon the great alliance of to- 
day which forever set a whole world 
free.” 


SCOPE OF ADDRESS, 


Viscount Ishit's address was re- 
garded as the most important he 
has delivered since the arrival of 
the mission in the United States. He 
discuksed frankly his country’s as- 
pirations and desires as they relate 
to China and denounced as propa- 
ganda of ill-will “the persistent cry 
of the closed door.” He did not 
hesitate to assert that in seeking the 
trade of China his country possessed 
natural advantages in trade by 
means of which it was bound to suc- 
ceed in China, “unless we are very 
stupid or very inactive.” In lead-

I greatly prefer to see the govern- 
ment leave untouched whatever the 
corporations under government su- 
pervision can do; and just as far 
as possible I want to see all the cor- 
porations made into co-operative 
associations. But there are things 
so important that the government 
must do them, if it is only through 
such exercise of collective power 
that they can be done. 

Our object must be (1) to make 
the tenant farmer a landowner; (2) 
to eliminate as far as possible the 
conditions which produce the shift- 
ing, seasonal, tramp type of labor, 
and to give the farmer laborer a 
permanent status, a career as & 
farmer, for which his school educa- 
tion shall fit him, and which shall 
open to him the chance of in the 
end earning the ownership in fee of 
his own farm; (3) to secure co- 
operation among the small land- 
owners, so that their energies shall 
produce the best possible results; 
(4) by progressive taxation or in 
other fashion to break up and pre- 
vent the formation of great landed 
estates, especially in so far as they 
consist of unused agricultural land: 
(5) to make capital available for the 
farmers, and thereby put them more 
on an equality with other men en- 
gaged in business; (6) to care for 
the woman on the farm as much as 
for the man, and to eliminate the 
conditions which now so often tend 
to make her life one of gray and 
sterile drudgery: (7) to do this 
primarily through the farmer him- 
self, but also, when necessary, by the 
use of the entire collective power 
of the people of the country; for the 
welfare of the farmer is the concern 
of all of us. 

SOME PLAN SHOULD BE TESTED. 
The most important thing to do 
is to make the tenant farmer a farm 
owner. He must be financed so that 
he can acquire title to the land. In 
New Zealand the government buys 
the land and sell it to small holders 
at the price paid with a low rate of 
interest. Perhaps our government 
could try this plan, or else could 
outright advance the money, charg- 
ing in per cent. interest. 

Default in payments—which 
should, of course, be on easy terms 
—would mean that the land re- 
verted to the government. The ex- 
perience of the firms which have 
loaned to the largest number of 


that no failure to pay would be tol- 
erated; for such toleration would in 
the end discredit the whole system 
and work ruin to the honest and 
hard-working men who would pay. 
We could follow the precedents 
established in connection with the 
reclamation act in the arid and 
semi-arid regions of the West. It 
would be desirable and entirely 
feasible to try the experiment first 
on a small scale, in experimental 
fashion; and then to apply it on a 
large and larger scale with the 
modifications shown to be necessary 
in actual practice. 
To break up the big estates it 
might be best to try the graduated 
land tax, or else to equalize taxes 
as between used and unused agri 
cultural land, which would prevent 
farm land being held for speculative 
purposes. There can without ques- 
tion be criticism of either proposal. 
If any better proposal can be made 
and tried we can cheerfully support 
it and be guided in our theories by 
the way it turns out. But we ought 
to insist on something being done— 
not merely talked about. 
Every one is agreed that we ought 
to get more people “back to the 
land; but the talk on the subject 
is utterly useless unless we put it in 
concrete shape and secure a “service 
test.“ even although it costs some 
money to furnish the means for do- 
ing what we say must be done.

Coast Builders Receive Very 
Alarming News. 


Strikes on the Pacific are 
Blamed for Trouble. 


Eastern Mills may Get Big . 


Shipping Contracts, 


(BY DIRECT WIRB—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH 
PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 29.— 
Lumber men of the Pacific North- 
west and shipbuilders in Portland 
and all along the Coast are troubled 
over the announcement coming from 
Washington that the government 
would let no more wooden ship con- 
tracts on the Pacific Coast owing to 
labor troubles, The announcement, 
which was made to the members of 
the West Coast Lumbermen's Asso- 
ciation at their morthly meeting 
held in Tacoma yesterday, was a bolt 
from a clear sky. It was stated that 
while the report was unofficial, nev- 
ertheleas there was every reason to 
belleve it authoritative. 

In addition to the Washington re- 
port came word that lumber from 
the Pacific Northwest mille could be 
shipped East for Atlantic Coast con- 
struction after the Pacific Coast con- 
tracts now let were taken care of. 
This was taken to mean that future 
orders for wooden ships would go 
to Atlantic Coast builders, to the 
possible ruin of this business on the 
Pacific Coast, where millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of wooden vessels are 
bullding, or at least were until] the 
strikes were called. It was the im- 
pression of those attendirg the 
meeting that a great deal of Doug- 
las fir lumber would be used in the 
Atlantic Coast construction of wood- 
en ships. 

At the meeting, which was presid- 
ed over by A. L. Paine of Hoquiam, 
Wash., labor troubles were discussed 
briefly, reports from the several pro- 
ducing districts indicating that pro- 
duction was again within 25 per 
cent. of normal. 

USING TEN-HOUR LUMBER. 


It was réported that Seattle 
unions which had boycotted eight- 
hour lumber manufactured in Seat- 
tle mille, were accepting ten-hour 
lumber manufactured outside Seat- 
tle, apparently under the impressior 
it was eight-hour lumber. It was 
further reported that out of upwards 
of 460 lumber mills in the State of 
Washington, less than a dozen have 
gone to the eight-hour standard, in- 
cluding the Tacoma eight-hour 
mills.

The food administration plans a 
house-to-house canvass of the coun- 
try’s homes to accomplish the en- 
rollment of householders. Window 
cards telling what foods should be 
corgerved and what each person 
must do to help will be sent broad- 
cast throughout the nation. 

The foods most necessary to save, 
it is declared, are wheat, beef, pork, 
dairy products and sugar, and those 
that should be used most generous- 
ly are fish, poultry, fruit, vegetables 
and all cereals except wheat.

Driver Thrown and Two Cars 
Run Over Him. 


Racing Machines Crash into 


Crowd Beside Track.

FRESNO, Sept. 29.—W. 8. Camp-

The second accident was caused 
when William Bolden of San Fran- 
cisco, driving a , crashed 
into Clyde Roads of Bakersfield, 
driving a Hudson super six. Neither 
of the drtvers was injured. 

CAR STRIKES POST. 

Campbell's wife is at Versailles, 
Mo., attending her father’s funeral. 
Campbell's little son was in the 
grand stand cheering for his dad 
when the car struck a post, threw 
the driver out onto the track and 
the car Jumped the outer fence and 
went across a ditch. As Campbell 
lay on the track he was run over 
by two of the racers.

On his way to town, Gov. Steph- 
ens stopped at the County Hospital, 
where he went into the wards and 
poke to the men and women who 
had been injured. 

It is probable that the cause of 
the accident to Campbell will never 
be known. He did not have a 
mechanician in his car. He lost the 
first race to L. E. Drake of Reedley, 
who made the ten miles in 9:06 2-6. 
Campbell apparently had good con- 
trol of his car and auto drivers 
think that he made too short a turn 
on the embankment and went into 
a post on the inner fence. The 
force of the collision threw Camp- 
bell from his car onto the race 
track. His machine kept going, 
went through the outer fence and 
over a ditch. In the dust the ap- 
proaching drivers did not see 
Campbell's body and ran over him.

LONDON AGAIN RAIDED 
BY GERMAN AIRPLANES. 


Several Bombs are Dropped at Various 
Places in Kent and Essex. 


planes raided London again to- 
night. An official announce-

“Hostile airplanes crossed the 
coasts of Kent and Essex in groups 
between 8 and 98 o'clock. Several 
attacks were made upon London 
and some bombs were dropped in 
the northeast and southeastern dis- 
tricts.

London's warning of an impend- 
ing raid was given quickly by police- 
men riding through the streets with 


“Take-cover” signs on their breasts, 
and everyone hurried to shelter. 
Soon the distant roar of guns was 
heard. Then the explosions of guns 
and the crack of shrapnel bursting 
in the alr came nearer. The flash 
of the bursting shells in the night 
was incessant. From all directions 
the defense guns boomed. 

Mingled with the sound of the 
guns the whirring of Gothas was 
heard overhead. Bombs began to 
drop, as could be told by their pe- 
cullar explosion. The fire of the 
anti-aircraft guns seemed heavier 
than on any previous raids and it 
was obvious that barrages were be- 
ing thown up to defeat the purpose 
of the raiders. At this time it ap- 
pears that the barrages at least pre- 
vented the raiders from having 

own way. 

During their raid the stacatto rat- 
tle of machine guns high in the air 
was evidence that the raiders were 
being hotly engaged by the British 
fiyers. In the brilliant moonlight 
civilians who ventured to look up 
were unable te see anything of the

Two German airplanes, which 
took part in last night’s raid over 
the southeast coast of England were 
brought down, it is announced offi- 
clally. No causualties were caused 
by the raid. The following official 
announcement was made: 

“Lord French, commander of the 
home defenses, reports that the lat- 
est information indicates that about 
twenty enemy machines participated 
in last night’s raid. Bombs were 
dropped in a number of places in 
Kent, Essex and Suffolk; but no 
casualties and only insignificant 
damage has been reported up to the 
present. Repeated attacks were 
made on London, but in no case did 
the raiders penetrate the outer de- 
fenses, 

“One enemy airplane is 
to have been shot down in the 
Thames estuary and a second one off 
the coast.” 

The successful operation of the 
British aerial defenses in frustrat- 
ing three attempts of German raid- 
ers to reach London last night and 
the destruction of at least two 
Gothas on the coast led to the hope 
that means have been found to deal 
with moonlight visitors, as the Zep- 
pelins were countered last year. It 
is true that the condition of the sky 
last night was not altogether favor- 
able for night flying. but the de- 
fense by airplanes and anti-aircraft 
guns has been made so strong that 
future raiders will cross the coast 
of England at their own peril. 

This situation, combined with the 
continued attacks by army and navy 
fliers on German airdromes in Bel- 
gium, is expected at any rate to lim- 
it the activities of the Germans, 
whose only success during the week 
has been the killing of a number of 
innocent ns.

SEPTEMBER LOSSES 
OF BRITISH TOLD.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—British cas- 
walties reported during the month 
of September total 104,598, divided 
as follows: 

Officers killed or died of wounds, 
636; men, 18,802. Officers wound- 
ed or missing, 2151; men, 83,509. 

The severity of the fighting in 
which the British have been engaged 
during September is indicated not 
only by the total casualties of more 
than 104,000, but by comparison 
with the August figures, which were 
59,811. Casualties in some of the 
late August fighting in Flanders are 
naturally included in the September 
total, but this may well be offset by 
late September casualties not re- 
ported in time to be covered in the 
figures announced today. 

The total compares favorably, 
however, with the figures for Sep- 
tember, 1916, the third month of 
the battle of the Somme, when the 
casualties were 119,549.

EXPORTS OF HOGS 
AND SHEEP DECREASE. 


A FP. bar 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. — Re- 
ceipts of cattle at the principal 
stock yards of the country for the 
first eight months of 1917 show a 
substantial increase, but there was 
a decided falling off in the move- 
ment of hogs and sheep. 

The Department of Agriculture 
announced today that cattle receipts 
of 10,679,987 head compared with 
8,191,618 in the same period of 1916, 
while receipts of hogs were 22,532,- 
927 as against 24,408,981, and sheep 
7,980,539 against 8,635,536. 

Receipts of hogs in August were 
lees than half of those in August, 
1916, the figures being 1,717,635 this 
year and 2,693,537 last year. Equiva- 
lent figures for sheep were 1,453,- 
176 and 1,864,816. Cattle receipts 
increased over 200,000 head, the fig- 
ures being 1,705,812 and 1,527,069.

WAR TAX BILL 
AGREED UPON. 


House and Senate Conferees 
to Report Tomorrow. 


Levies on Excess Profits to 
Remain Unchanged.

Act will go to President for 
His Signature.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Final 
agreement on the $2,700,000,000 war 
tax bill was reached late today by 
the Senate House conferees 
and the report will be presented to 
the House Monday. Levies of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000 on war 
excess profits and $842,000,000 on 
incomes were left unchanged, but 
au new system of calculating excess 
profits was adopted, 

The conference report provides 
that the graduate tax of from 20 to 
60 per cent. on excess profits of 
corporations, partnerships and in- 
dividuals shall be levied on a basis 
of invested capital compared with 
invested capital of the three 
war years of 1911, 1912 and 1913. 
This is a substitute for the Senate 
taxes of from 16 to 60 per cent. 
based upon a similar comparison 
of pre-war and present profits. 

The income tax section virtually 
was agreed on, except for rearrange- 
ment of sgurtaxes on incomes be- 
tween $15,000 and $40,000. The 
graduated surtaxes of from 1 to 50 
per cent. on incomes from $5000 
to those of $1,000,000 and over 
were approved. 

The Senate increase of from 2 to 
4 per cent, of the income tax on 
corporations, joint stock companies 
and insurance companies was ap- 
proved, together with the new nor- 
mal individual tax of 2 per cent. on 
incomes of unmarried persons in 
excess of $1000 and of married per- 
sons of more than $2000. 

The graduated excess profits 
rates are 20 per cent. of the excess 
profits not in excess of 15 per cent 
of the invested capital for the tax- 
able year; 26 per cent. on profits 
in excess of 16 per cent, and not 
over 20 per cent. of such capital; 
35 per cent. on excess over 20 and 
under 25 per cent. of capital; 45 
per cent. on excess over 26 per cent. 
and under 33 per cent. of capital 
and a maximum of 60 per cent, on 
profits in excess of 83 per cent, of 
such capital. 

In calculating war excess 
the term “invested capital of cor- 
porations and partnerships” was 
declared to include actual cash 
paid in, actual cash value of other 
tangible property paid for stock or 
shares, at the time of payment or 
January 1, 1914, but in no case to 
exceed the par value of the orig- 
inal securities; paid in or earned 
surplus and undivided profits used 
or employed in the business, ex- 
clusive of undivided profits earned 
during the taxable year.” 

The allowances for intangible as- 
sets include “actual cash value of 
patents and copyrights paid in for 
stocks or shares at the time of pay- 
ment will, trade- 

trade brands, franchises, 

„ « if for bona fide payments 
not to exceed the cash value.” 

It stipulates that such intangible 
assets exchanged for securities, be- 
fore March 3, 1917, not exceeding 
20 per cent. of the total shall be 
included at a value not exceeding 
fair cash value at the time of pur- 
chase. 

In lieu of the House zone tax on 
second-class publications the con- 
ferees included a new zone system 
effective July 1, 1918, with different 
rates for reading matter and ad- 
vertising matter with special, but 
increased, rates for religious, agri- 
cultural and other publications, 

A flat increase on reading matter 
of a quarter of a cent per pound 
until July 1, 1919, and one-haif cent 
thereafter, was provided. Advertis- 
ing matter exceeding 6 per cent. of 
the total space would be taxed from 
a quarter to 2% cents additional 
until July 1, 1919, and from one- 
half cent to 4% cents more until 


July 1, 1920, and from three- 
fourths cent to 6% cents to 1921 
and from 1 cent to 8 cents there- 


An additional tax of one-eighth 
cent per pound until July 1, 1919, 
and one-fourth cent thereafter on 
religious, agricultural, fraternal and 
similar publications was adopted. 

The I-cent tax on letters, except- 

ing drop letters and postal cards, 
was restored by the conferees. It is 
estimated to rate about $70,000,000 
and is effective thirty days after the 
passage of the act. The Senate pro- 
vision exempting from postage let- 
ters written by soldiers and sallors 
abroad was retained. 
The conferees levied 8 per cent. 
in Meu of the Senate rate of 5 and 
the House rate of 10 per cent. on 
passenger transportation, estimated 
to raise from the compromise levy 
about $60,000,000 instead of $37,- 
600,000 under the Senate plan. The 
8 per cent. tax on freight transpor- 
tation was retained and the tax on 
express transportation was in- 
fcreased so that 1 cent would be 
levied on each 20 cents pai in- 
stead of each 25 cents. The House 
10 per cent. tax on Pullman ac- 
commodationa, cut to 6 per cent, by 
the Senate, was restored, and is ¢s- 
timated to raise $5,000,000, 

In lieu of the House tax on sales 
of automobiles by manufacturers 
and the Senate Federal license tax 
on owners, the conferees adopted 4 
3 per cert. tax on all motor ve- 
hicies, including trucks, payable by 
manufacturers, producers and im- 
porters. 

Taxes of 3 per cent. on manufac- 

turers’ sales of musical instruments 
and jewelry also were written in. 
with a tax of one-fourth cent a foot 
on motion-picture film. 
On sporting goods, the revised 
bill levied 3 per cent. on manufac- 
turers’ sales, instead of 5 per cent. 
proposed by the House and 2 per 
cent. by the Senat The 3 per cent. 
levy also was adopted for cameras, 
in lieu of the Senate 2 per cent. 
rate, and chewing gum manufactur- 
ers would be taxed 2 per cent. of 
gross sales, a rediiction of 3 per 
cent. from the House rate. 

The Senate i-cent stamp tax on 
turers’ sales taxes on perfumes and 
patent medicines were retained. 

The Senate i-cent stamp tax on 
bank checks was not restored but 
ite tax of 1 cent on parcel 
packages costing 25 cents or more 
was retained. Other stamp taxes, 
all made effective December 1, were 
retained, and the House tax on in- 
demnity bonds was restored. 

A new system of graduated 
inheritance taxes was written into 
the bill in Heu of the House plan 
and despite the Senate's rejection of 
such, taxes. The new rates on in- 
heritances, with those of Americans 
in military service exempted, range 
from one-half of 1 per cent. on 
$50,000 estates to 10 per cent. on 
estates of $10,000,000 and more. 

The bulk of the increases of be- 
tween $250,000,000 and $300,000,000 
made by the conferees in the Senate 
bill was secured from the postage, 
public utilities and manufacturing 
sales section and the new inheritance 


taxes. 

With but few exceptions the new 
taxes are effective with the passage 
of the act. 

Both Senator Simmons and Rep- 
resentative Kitchin, heading the 
Senate and House conferees, tonight 
expressed satisfaction with the con- 
ference revisions and they believe 
the compromise measure an im- 
provement over both the Senate and 
House bills. 

The income tax section was 
adopted virtually as written by the 
Senate. The new per cent. normal 
tax on incomes of more than $2000 
for married persons and %$1000 for 
single persons, is in addition to the 

resent law exempting incomes of 
ess than 13000 for single persons 
and $4000 for married persons. 
Thus, those between the new low 
exemption bases and the present 
exemptions will pay only the new 
2 per cent. tax, but single persons 
having an income of $3000 or more 
and married persons whose income is 
$4000 or more would pay the full 
4 r cent. normal tax. 

e Senate income al- 
lowing an additional—exemption of 
$200 for each dependent child to 
heads of families subject to the pres- 
ent law, was retained. The exemp- 
tion for children, however, does not 
apply to those subject to the new 
reduced taxes with the $2000 and 


$1000 exemptions, respectively, for 
married and si persons.

Increased Senate rates on whisky 
and beer were virtually retained and 
that on wines somewhat reduced. 
The tax on distilled spirits was made 
$2.10 per gallon when for beverage 
use, and $1 less for industrial pur- 
poses, estimated to raise $135,000,- 
000. The amendment prohibiting im- 
portation of distilled spirits for 
beverage use was retained. Floor 
taxes to reach withdrawn liquors 
were approved. Beer was taxed $1.50 
per barrel additional, to raise 346,- 
000,000, an Increase of 25 cents per 
barrel over the House rate. 

Present wine taxes were doubled. 

Taxes on nonalcoholic bever 
were compromised. On prepare 
syrups and extracts the taxes gradu- 
ated from 6 to 20 cents inste of 
3 to 12 cents a gallon were adopted. 

Grape juice and other soft drinks 
are taxed 1 cent per gallon as pro- 
vided by the Senate in reducing the 
original 2-cent rate of the House, 

Senate rates on cigars and 
cigarettes were retained, but those 
on snuff were increased from 4 cents 
to 6 cents a pound. 

Stamp taxes agreed upon were: 

“Bonds of indebtedness, 5 cents 
on each $100; indemnity and surety 
bonds, 50 cents; on parcel post pack- 
ages, 1 cent for each 25 cents of the 
cost of transportation; capital stock, 
original issues, 5 cents per $100; 
sales and transfers, 2 cents per $100; 
sales of produce on exchange, 2 
cents for each $100 value in 
merchandise; drafts, checks payable 
other than on sight or demand; 
promissory notes, except bank notes 
for circulation and renewals, 2 cents 
for all sums below $100 and 2 cents 
for each additional $100 or fraction 
thereof; conveyance papers, 50 cents 
between $100 and $500 and 50 cents 
for each additional $500; custom- 
house entries, from 26 cents to $1; 
entry for withdrawal from bonded 
warehouses, 50 cents; passenger 
vessel tickets for ports other than 
those in the United States, Canada 
and Mexico, between $10 and $30, 
$1; between $30 and $60, $3 and 
above $60, $5; voting proxies, 10 
cents; power of attorney, 25 cents; 
playing cards, decks of not more 
than fifty-four cards, an additional 
5 cents on the present rates. 

House and Senate provisions for 
a tax of 5 cents each on telegraph, 
telephone and radio messages cost- 
ing 15 cents or more and dessigned 
to raise $7,000,000, were retained, 
but the House tax on gas, electric 
— — service was elim- 
nated. 


Taxes on life insurance, eliminat- 
ed from the House bill in the Sen- 
ate, were amended and reinserted, 
raising about $5,000,000. Effective 
November 1, the new taxes on new 
insurance policies issued are 8 cents 
per $100 or fraction thereof on life 
insurance and 1 cent per $1 on the 
premium charged on marine, casual. 
ty, fire and inland insurances. 

Amusement taxes agreed upon 
provide that all persons entering 
places of amusement free, except 
employees and officials on duty and 
children under 12, would pay a tar 
rate of 1 cent on each 10 cents o- 
fraction thereof of the edministra- 
tion charge. This tax also would 
apply to cabarets and similar per- 
formances where the cost of enter- 
tainment is Included in all costs such 
as service. Holders of annual base- 
ball seats would pay 10 per cent. of 
the annual rental. Nickel theaters 
and shows, rides and other outdoor 
park amusements, with a maximum 
admission of 10 cents, and benefit 
entertainments and agricultural fairs 
were exempted. 

After November 1, 1917, members 
of all clubs except certain fraternal 
orders paying more than $12 annual 
dues would be subject to a 10 per 
cent. tax. 

On excess profits the conferees 
agreed upon a minimum deduction 
of 7 per cent. and a maximum of 
10 per cent. instead of the six to 10 
per cent. fixed by the Senate. Oth- 
er exemptions are $3000 for cor- 
porations, and $6000 for individuals. 
Corporations, partnerships and indi- 
viduals ‘having no capital stock 
would pay a flat rate of 8 per cent. 
on net profits in excess of $3000. 

Miscellaneous income tax amend- 
ments inserted by the Senate were 
generally adopted, including the so- 
called Jones amendment for a tax 
of 10 per cent. on corporations’ un- 
distributed surplus, without allow- 
ance for income taxes paid. The 10 
per cent. tax would not apply to un- 
distributed income actually invested 
or employed in business or invested 
in Federal securities after Septem- 
ber 1, 1917, and a 6 per cent. pen- 
alty for surplus retained but not 
employed is provided. 

In making provision for adminis- 
tration and collection of the new 
and existing taxes the conferees pro- 
vided that the special tax of 12% 
per cent. on war munitions manu- 
factures shall be reduced to 10 per 
dent., but retained to January 1. 
1918. It now yields about $29,000,- 
000 annually and Senate had 
proposed ita repeal.

That a fourth petition may be cir- 
culated early this week was ru- 
mored yesterday. It is said it will 
be a great deal like the Gandier 
measure, but will add an important 
provision which would permit sa- 
loons to exist until December 31, 
1918. That the saloonists are to be 
behind the proposed ordinance is be- 
lieved to be true. 

Mayor Woodman said yesterday 
city officials cannot afford to over- 
look the fact that by the adoption 
of a reasonable ordinance they will 
please a majority of the people and 
at the same time save the taxpay- 
bers the expense of a special election. 
If the proposed Gandier measure 
should be voted upon at a special 
election and adopted, the saloons 
would ge out of business April 1.

BY WATER DECISION. 


PICTURESQUE TRIBE BUTT OF 
WATER RIGHTS SUIT. 


Interior Department Decision will 
Determine Fate of Tribe of the 
Capitan Grande Indians, Whose 
Lands are Required for Part of 
Irrigation System. 


Hon. Cato Sells, Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, will be in this city 
tomorrow on an official visit, a part 
of the errand being an investigation 
of the question as to what /shall be 
done with the Capitan G de In- 
dians, who occupy a rese ion in 
San Diego county, when the famous 
suit involving the disposition of the 
waters of the San Diego River in an 
irrigation scheme is finally deter- 
mined by the Interior Department 

The action came up in the local 
land office more than a year ago, in 
the guise of an application for the 
right of way for a canal and dam 
site by the city of San Diego. 

The hearing that covered several 
weeks resulted in a decision by Reg- 
ister Roche and Receiver Mitchell in 
favor of the city of San Diego, on 
the ground that the water was need- 
ed as a water supply for the mu- 
nicipality. It is now befere the 
commissioner of the General Land 
Office on appeal. 

The city of San Diego urged its 
claim as assignee of W. D. Hamilton 
under the appropriation of Hamilton 
to all the flood waters of the San 
Diego River, in excess of 3456 min- 
ers’ inches, the dam to impound the 
water being approximately 160 feet 
in height and to cost about £1 Kas 
000. The pipe line and distributing 
system is estimated to cost in the 
neighborhood of $750,000. 

With the establishment of this ir- 
rigation system for the benefit of 
the city of San Diego it will be nec- 
essary for the government to remove 
the remnants of the tribe of the 
Capitan Grande Indians, who now 
occupy extensive farming lands there 
as the gift of the government They 
have been there for time out of 
mind, and one of the objections to 
the removal of what remains of a 
ence powerful tribe is the sentimen- 
tal reason that the dead have rested 
there since which the memory of the 
oldest chief runs not to the contrary.

I have there- 
fore advised that the matter be 
handled further by our legal depart- 
ment.”

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S AN eyewitness during the 
A short but bitterly fought Chi- 
| nese Rebellion, Dr. Edward 
| Salisbury, of No. 2630 Menlo avenue, 
has just returned to this city with 
some remarkable facts regarding 
the hitherto-unpublished part which 
was played in the affair by unseen 
but sinister German influence and 
of an unofficial share which Ameri- 
can soldiers had in the fighting. Dr. 
Salisbury does not hesitate to de- 
clare the whole affair a German 
pilot and says the evidence is con- 
clusive that Germans took advantage 
of the confusion, to shoot down 
American non-combatants on the 
city walls. 

“Gen. Chang Hsun marched into 
Peking at the head of 3500 Manchu 
soldiers, on the morning of July 1.“ 
said Dr. Salisbury. “I was spending a 
few days there outfitting for a tiger 
nunt in the northern province. Dr. 

Ellis, of the Saturday Evening Post, 
and I were looking about the city 
‘together when we got the word that 
Gen. Hsun had arrived. So we went 
at once to a place on the city wall 
to see them come in. The Manchu 
soldiers are large men and are dis- 
tinguished from the Chinese of the 
southern provinces by the fact that 
they still adhere to the pig-tall or 
queue. They wore uniforms of blue, 
the customary cloth Chinese shoes, 
and assorted hats. They were. 
irmed with the discarded Austrian 
'Mannilicher rifles with bayonets. 
and ap- 
pareatly were well equipped. Hun- 
dreds of them rode tough, wiry, 
Manchurian ponies, these latter act- 
Ing as a guard to Gen. Hsun. Some 
were evidently assigned to scout 
duty. 

“The rebel commander pulled a 
regular poker bluff. He stated to the 
officers of the guard that he had

PRESIDENT CORRALLED. 

“Promptly the foxy old general 
moved a small body of his troops to 
the residence of President Li Yuan 
Hung, took him prisoner, together 


with all his household, but craftily 
left the rear exit open and un- 
guarded. He was quite willing that 
the President should escape. The 
republican official in charge of the 
armories and munitions turned over 
to the victors about 3,000,000 rounds 
of ammunition of all kinds. 

“We foreigners kept out of the 
streets as much as possible, but we 
had reserved seats on the city wall 
from which high point we could 
survey all that occurred. The Sol- 
diers of the republic, fraternized 
freely with their conquerors, al 
carrying their arms but without the 
slizhtest indication of hostility. The 
family of Gen. Hsun was brought 
into the city under a small guard 
and established in a palace, vacated 
by a republican official. The boy Em- 
peror, Hsuan Tung, 9 years old, was 
duly installed in the throne room. 
surrounded by a quickly convened 
court.

So they 
hustied the prisoners into the cars 
and dashed back up the road toward 
te city.

FIRST PROVOST GUARD'S”

HE first provost guard in South- 

ern California has just been 

established by the naval au- 
thorities in the harbor district.

his house and two Germans pulled 
him into a big limousine and took 
him to the Netherlands Legation. 
His wife and family were taken to 
the German Legation and a few days 
after he joined them. 

“Tt was quite apparent to us all, 
who watched affairs, that the whole 
thing was a German plot. Probably 
if the Republican troops had not 
gotten in between Gen. Hsun's 
troops in Peking and his northern 
levies which were all ready to join 
him, the result might -have been dif- 
ferent, 

“It was a brief rebellion. We went 
to the Temple of Heaven, where we 
expected to witness some terrible 
sights after the Republican troops 
had gone in among the rebels, but 
there were only five bodies on the 
flag pavement. I asked how it hap- 
pened that there had not been more 
killed and was told that the Repub- 
lican leader and offered all the rebels 
three months’ pay and amnesty, if 
they would surrender, whereupon 
they promptly acquiesced. We saw 
them mingling with the victors in a 
— manner. They were satis- 
ed. 

That's why the Chinese never will 


be a big people. There are a lot ot 


them but they are all grafters and 
any official will take a bribe. They 
lack the qualities of integrity and 
sincerity as public officials. Take the 
young Chinese who come to this 
country for an education.

| II. 


: HE tramp, tramp, tramp of our marching men has echoed to the 
T furthest corners of the world. Foreign diplomats whisper among 
themselves regarding the marvel of ten million young Americans 
voluntarily yielding themselves to conscription. Nobody ever heard 
of such a thing before. And $640,000,000 appropriated for air- 
What Is this United States coming to, anyway? And a naval 
programme that will practically double the hitting force of the Ameri- 
can fleet. Can it be that after all Uncle Sam was a muscular giant in- 
stead of the mere fat man that he appeared? Can it be that the siug- 
gish indifference to the arts of war was merely an expression of lazy 
amiability rather than the effect of cowardice or national cretinism? 
French and English military men have said with words unaccented by 
flattsry and they have never seen such fine-looking soldiers as the 
United States has poured into the training camps of England and 
France—which no doubt means that they have never seen such num- 
bers of husky young men, for the call to arms in those countries 
broughtmen up to 46 and down to 18. And looking upon the soldiers 
that America has called, the world is reminded that there yet remain 
available some twenty million of military age. 


0 III. 


MERICA has come into her place as a world power. Uncle Sam 
has got his legs under the council tables of nations. He is re- 
spected, not because he is more just, more agreeable, or more 

Intellectual than he was a few months ago; but because everybody 
knows that the gun in his pocket is loaded and * he is practicing 
marksmanship. 

In its international relations the world is still barbaric, and backs 

up its arguments, claims and pretenses-With brute force. If a nation 
nas no brute force it is likely to be Beigianized, Manchuriaized, Persia- 
fied or Chinafied. Coined words those, but eloquently bespeaking the 
fate that stronger nations have without a vestige of ethical or ethnic 


right imposed upon the weaker. 


And we of the United States have during the past decade suffered 
the diplomatic humiliations of a nation for which no other had the 
least military res t. Even the cut-throat Villa spat into our face. 
Japan banged the Open Door of China on our fingers and said it was 
our own fault for trying to run a bluff. When the war started England 
seized our mails and confiscated our cargoes which were not, under 
international law, contraband. We now realize that England was 
justified, but we also realize that if we had had an army and navy any- 
where nearly equal to her own, she would not have done it. She 
would have explained first, instead of afterwards. Germany sank our 
ships and for years we wrote pleasant notes asking her kindly to de- 
sist. We ought to have got into the war when Belgium was raped; but 
if we had possessed the army we now have, Germany would have 
solicitously avoided giving us the slightest excuse for even getting 
into it. 

A wretched situation indeed it is that in this year of our Lord na- 
tions should still nicely modify their respect for one another in pro- 
portion to military power. It is the powerful nations that put across the 
diplomatic coups, not because their diplomats are so much more as- 
tute, but because the army and navy stand behind and back them up. 
Some years ago after building the Panama Canal our diplomats had to 
yield equal rights to Great Britain, and the pressure was so great that 
the President executed a complete volte face on the question—not be- 
cause England threatened us with war, but because she threatened to 
take no interest in any difficulties that we might have with a certain 
other country, needless to mention. And our government was humil- 
latingly aware of its military inadequacy to be left entirely friendiess 
among the world powers. When the Austrian diplomats stole Bosnia 
and Herzegovina it was because the German army agreed to it. Eng- 
land’s diplomats have been distinguished for bloodless triumphs be- 
cause of the battle fleet behind them, and notably in the Fashoda inci- 
J dent they compelied France to release all claims to the Egyptian Su- 
dan. Germany, by rattling her sword, required France to take the bril- 
liant Deicasse from office, thereby ousting the man who was preparing 
farsightedly for the present war. a 


Peace hath its victories no less than war; but the warriors are 
usually massed in the background lest disputes arise over the loot 
claimed by the peaceful victors. And war is in Europe today not be- 
cause Germany had such a powerful army, but because Russia and 
France and Beigium did not have armies strong enough to impress 
the Central Powers with the venerable maxim that honesty is the best 


policy. 


IV. 


N BECOMING a military nation the United States is fitting itself to 
hold a place of honor in the world, and to speak with authority. As 

a power for democracy, as a righter of wrongs, as a force for good, 
our country can and will be a hundred-fold more Influential by virtue 
of the fact that we may plead for equitable arbitration and the ways 
of peace when we have a formidable and fearful army ready for war. 
Then our nation will not be accused, as it has been in the past, of de- 
siring peace because it is afraid to hazard the sword. If we had had 
such an army and navy four years ago as we will have four years 
hence, and had said to Europe, The first one of you that declares war 
on another will find us arrayed against it,’’ that would—Quixotic as it 
may sound—have caused Austria and Germany to decide that a dead 
Archduke could find his way to heaven without the whole of Europe 
being turned into a funeral pyre. The international government which 
some time will establish permanent peace upon the earth, will come 
not because the weaker, unprepared, supinely fat nations of the earth 
want it, but because such powerfully military nations as the United 
States will agree to it; and the basic principle of that international 
government will then be the guarantee of world powers to instantly 


take sides against any aggressor. 


And being a world military power, we are no longer regarded as a 
succulent oyster that any sword may open. Foreign diplomats no 
longer with familiar amusement call us Uncle Sam, but the Honorabi¢e 
Mr. Samuel. The Monroe Doctrine is no longer a tenuous phrase, but 
a loop of steel drawn around the Western Hemisphere; and an Ameri- 
oan is no longer merely an individual who happens to have been born 
in some one of numerous spots on the map of the Unit@i States, but 
a citizen whose life and rights are to be respected the world over be- 


cause his country has mighty ships and millions of men ready for war.

HE VOICM OF HUMANITY. 

The philosophers of the various na- 
tions engaged in the great war are now 
being heard. It may be more the pity that 
they did not have more to say before the 
war started; but it is significant of the 
trend of events that the public is hearing 
less and less now from the various rulers 
and sovereigns of the belligerent states, 
less and less of the premiers and prime 
ministers, and more and more from the 
philosophers who, as a general proposition, 
may well be accepted as the spokesmen 
the nationalities to which they belong; and 
more than that they may be accepted as 
the spokesmen of all the people, as the 
“vox humani.” 

Thus, for instance, a few days ago Maxi- 
milian Harden, a philosopher as well as a 
noted editor of the German school, offered 
to go surety for the Kaiser to go into peace 
negotiations on the terms as stated by the 
main committee of the Reichstag, the 
peace programme first outlined by the Cen- 
trist member Erzberger, and which in- 
cludes the evacuation of Belgium by Ger- 
many, a parliamentary government for the 
German confederation, and autonomy to 
Alsace-Lorraine to be decided by a vote of 
the inhabitants of those provinces. 

Right after the echo of Harden's voice 
had died away Hon. Herbert Asquith, for- 
mer British Premier, and who, like Pre- 
mier Balfour who preceded him, is an ac- 
knowledged philosopher, speaking the voice 
of the people and the voice of humanity, 
added a note or two to the peace sympo- 
sium with a highly important and interest- 
ing statement in which he may be said to 
have outlined the British peace terms. Mr. 
Asquith's statement was published in The 
Times Friday morning. Mr. Asquith reit- 
erates his demand for a plain and simple 
answer from Germany as to her intentions 
towards Belgium and the restoration of Al- 
sace-Lorraine and he declares that a definite 
answer to these questions is worth a col- 
umn of pjous platitudes and generalities, 
as were contained, he says, in the German 
reply to the Pope’s peace note. The Al- 
lies, he says, are fighting against war and 
for the right of the small nations to live 
in amity with the larger ones. The main 


aim of the Entente Allies, he says, is to | 


make another war Uke the present one im- 
possible. He wants no peace imposed on 
the world along the line of terms laid down 
by the Kaiser as a victor and a conqueror, 
but a peace on the simple @onfession that 
militarism, like navalism, is a mistake: 


that autocratic tyranny has no place in the 


world at this day and date. He wants a 
peace founded on the sense of righteous- 
ness and justice, which, as Socrates has 
noted, is everywhere and always the same. 
In so saying Mr. Asquith speaks with the 
voice of a philosopher and, more than that, 
with thé voice of all humanity: and in- 
cluded in the term are the German people 
themselves, as Maximilian Harden has al- 
ready attested. The Germans, in their own 
hearts and consciousness, are unquestion- 
ably tired of the war and the mere fact 
that Mr. Harden has been either engaged 
or permitted to speak at all on the subject 
is testimony of the widening breach be- 
tween the German people and the Kaiser. 
Let common sense, justice, righteousness 
rule. This is the prayer and the demand 
of the Vox Britanni. This is the voice of 
humanity. Let the Kaiser confess his sins 
and with a contrite spirit and heart make 
ready for the inevitable peace parley. 
The terms of peace as stated by Mr. As 
quith, speaking for the British public. are 
terms on which the Germans may well be 
ready to negotiate a termination of hostill- 
ties. If the German governing classes have 
the common sense of their foremost editors 
and philosophers they will come to see the 
light. There will be no peace imposed by 
a victor and a conqueror. Humanity wills 
otherwise; and is prepared and panoplied 
A 


to fight on and on for a peace based 
on justice and righteousness. 

To say the least, Mr. Asquith’s 
statement affords an excellent basis 
for negotiations. If the Germans 
and the Austrians are so desirous 
for a termination of the war as they 
profess to be in their recent com- 
muniques to Pope Benedict they will 
once and forever lay aside their 
platitudes, speak out in words of one 
syllable and meet the Entente Allies 
for a fair deal. That is the way to 
end the war and tablish law 
and order, justice and righteousness 
in this unhappy world. It is up to 
the Kaiser. The whole issue is be- 
fore the bureaucrats and the auto- 
crats in Berlin. Dare they prolong 
the world’s agony?

So then 
I talked about the crops, the barley 
and the wheat till people heard my 
soulful yawps the whole length of 
the street. I said, “I'll give them 
divers tunes from this, my willing 
lyre,” and so discussed the price of 
prunes, the cost of baled hay wire. 
I spieled a while of art and song, of 
flowers that bloomed in spring, and 
thus I chirped the whole day long of 
this and t’other thing. And every 
time I paused to draw a deep, re- 
freshing breath the other fellow 
plied his jaw and talked of war and 
death. When all the world is talk- 
ing scrap and blood and snicker- 
snees, there's no attention for the 
chap who speaks of buds and bees. 
I'd like to hand out cheery words of 
wisdom to the push; I'd like to talk 
about the birds that carol in the 
bush. I'd sing of sunsets in the 
West that gild the crag and tor, but 
when I pause to take a rest some 
chap brings in the war.

And at my window I 
whisper of the biggest walnut tree 
in the world. And I am not afraid 
to lean against the wall—for it's 
adobe three feet thick. And we sat 
out tonight in the shadowy portales 
and sang the songs of the Califor- 
nia that was, and with the same 
old guitar. There were only three 
old people and five younger ones. 
But the flickering shadows of the 
candle were alive with Dear Ghosts; 
and Luzanita and Pichona and San- 
tiago and Josefa and Ysabeil and all 
the rest were there again—as fine 
young faces as the glad moon ever 
looked upon. Yes, and Father 
Peter! 

My eyes are somewhat sensitive 
to pepper —but no one has thrown 
pepper in my eyes tonight. If they 
are wet, it isn’t the automobile dust 
—an automobile to this Sanctuary! 
It isn’t alone for them that were so 
deep a part of my heart so long 
ago—it’s as much for the California 
that WAS! The “Iiium fuit.” 

We Americans don’t know any 
more how to Live than a pig does 
of side-pockets! We Beat the Devil 
at “making a living.” Our men 
coin money, and our women coin 
words—largely fictitious checks! 
As a nation, we have Residences, 
not Homes. A house is to us as a 
ecoat—when a little worn or “out of 
fashion,” sell it to the rag-man. 
That your child was born or your 
mother died in that house—what 
the Hell has that to do with your 
sentiment toward it? the 
Hell is Sentiment, anyhow? 

The Jew is probably the only 
considerable person in our country 
who by class and almost infallibly 
knows how to spell H-O-M-E. He 
doesn’t make it so associate with 
locality as a cat, an Indian or a 
European does. To the rest of us 
“Home is where my Hat Hangs.” 
To the Jew, “Home is where my 
Family is.“ He is almost as bad 
as the Gentile in lack of timent 


for ancestral walls; but “has us 


skinned a mile” in his devotion to 
his family. And then you wonder 
that out of 2400 business houses on 
Broadway, N. Y., over 1900 are of 
Jews? 

The English, Spanish, Germans, 
Italians, Mexicans, Peruvians— 
Anyone, dammit—know better the 
grace and comfort and joy of life 
than we do. Abraham and Isaac 
and Jacob, and Joseph the Carpen- 
ter, knew more about that vital and 
fundamental art of being “Happy 
though Alive” than we do today. 
And no one who knows much of 
anything about History, or even 
about Man in the Patriarchal stage 
as we can still study him, will dis- 
pute me for an instant. Being a 
Puritan, I am slow to learn; but 
30-odd years ought to be enough 
time to learn A, B. C. » 

In the West I once know, I could 
have gone from Santa Fe to San 
Francisco, and from San Francisco 
to Chile, without a dollar, a letter 
or a name. Every hut or palace 
would have opened its welcoming 
door just because I was a Human 
and respected other Humans and 
could talk to them, and liked to! 
I like, and am “friends with” some 
presidents, many statesmen, more 
authors—not ex officio, for the more 
Opportunity they have, the less 1 
love them; Unless they Use it. 
But the old Frontier Humanity I 
love up and down and sidewise.

Citrus Exchange Arranges to 
Handle Vegetables. 


Selling 8 Dispose of 
Surplus Crops. 
Wartime Specialties.

pavel ofanges in Southern Califor- 
nia, as Well as by a brand new set 
of wartime market conditions, the 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchauge 
has arrarged to keep its seiling 
forces busy during the coming win- 
ter by having them market about 
2000 cafloads of caulifiower and ea b- 
bage. 

In addition to caulifiower and 
Cabbage, the exchange selling force 
May be given an opportunity to sell 
potatoes, onions, or similar vege- 
tables grown by its members. 

This new departure from the regu- 
lar run of business grew out of the 
fact that a co-operative association 
of cauliflower growers around Comp- 
ton recently severed its connection 
with an eastern sales organization 
and sought a new outlet for its crop. 

The California Fruit Growers’ KR- 
change was facing the prospect of 
having less than half as much work 
as usual to do next winter, eo it 
made a oré-year contract with the 
caulifoWer growers and will market 
their crop during the coming year. 

They probably will not continue the 
business beyond that time. 

“We took on this contract,” = 
Acting Manager Deszell of the fer- 
change, “simply to keep our sales 
force busy this fall and winter, and 
in order to give the cauliflower 
growers a year in which to arrange 
for a satisfactory business connec- 
thon outside our office.” 

The crop will be run to market 
between December and March. In 
recent years a wonderful caulifiower 
industry has sprung up around 
Compton, and its size this year is es- 
timated at cloge to 2000 cara. The

He was decorated by Gen, Korniloff 
at Russian main headquarters on 
August . 

In a cabled report to the commit - 
tee, Col. Boyle wrote hopefully of 
the prospects in Russia. “The gov- 
ernment,” he asserted, “is making 
big improvements in the organiza- 
tion and working system of the mil 
tary trancport. These improvements 
should improve the condi- 
tien and efficiency of the army and 
concurrently improve economic con- 
throughout the country.” 

At the request of the Russian 
gevernment ol.

AMERICA MUST ASSIST. 


The funds of the relief so- 

clety at Constantinople have 
been depleted and there is little, if 
any, money left in the treasury of 
the American committee. The only 
thing left to do they say, is to make 
direct appeal to the people of Los 
Angeles and to those of every other 
city of the United States. 

The first move that will be made 
by the Armen societies will be 
to call for a week benefit carnivals 
and entertainments to be held some- 
time in October. The plans for this 
elaborate system of raising money 
have not yet been worked out, but 
it can be said that Los Angeles 
will furnish one of the most elab- 
orate of the proposed benefits. 

A pathetic preface to the appeal 
that the Armenians and the Syrians 
propose to make throughout Amer- 
ica and other countries is contained 
in this part of the advices received 
here. It reads: 

“Extermination or material dimi- 
rution of Christian races is greatly 
deplored as the hope of the future 
upbuilding lies with the progress.ve 
element which ‘is most useful for re- 
generating the empire. American 
and Swiss missionaries remain on 
the ground for the purpose of keep- 
ing up the work for the destitute as 
in "ye past. They are now implor- 
ine that we continue the usual ap- 
propriations.” 

The reports further say that Con- 


RMENIA is worse off than ever. stantinople can no longer be de- 


penged upon to raise more money. 
The outline of what is urgently need- 
ed is given in a.brief statement that 
says that the expense on a moderate 
basis for repatriation, rebuilding 
homes, seed, animals and tools nec- 
essary for supporting life will amount 
to $8,000,000. The present need 
is for the keeping of the people 
alive, besides food, clothing and 
shelter. This will require $1,000,000 
per month. It will take $35,000 
monthly to keep the orphans alive. 

Letters and telegrams from various 
consuls in Egypt, Persia and 
throughout Syria have been received 
by local and eastern committees urg- 
ing that something be done before 
it is too ate. These communications 
say that among the articles required 
are farming implements, weavers’ 
tools and machines for manufactur- 
ing clothing and footwear. 

Official estimates place the number 
of Armenians and Syrians in the Cau- 
census at 250.000 and in Fastern Tur- 
key at 100,000. These numbers are 
constantly being increased by new 
arrivals. 

Military rule is adding to the 
misery of the refugees, and their 
few belongings are searched ang 
the soldiers help themselves to what 
takes their fancy. Homes have been 
reonfiseated and cattle driven off of 
lands te no one knows where. 

Announcement of the plans of the 
national Armenian societies for the 
October benefit celebrations will be 
made public as soon as the various 
committees have reached a definite

One cause for the completeness 
of the comparison lay in the fact 
that in his sixteen paintings Mr. 
Townsley had made special study of 
clear and brilliant light—the one 
thing that sculpture is absolutely 
unable to imitate or even to sug- 
gest, except by a cunning arrange- 
ment of forms. Though two of Miss 
Edmond'’s sculptures were placed 
out of doors under the trees, and 
though Mr. Townsley’s pictures 
were all hung in the studio, you had 
no thought of the beauty of light— 
though you considered many other 
beautios—when you looked at the 
former, but when you found your- 
selves among the pictures, indoors, 
you felt the pervasive charm of ef- 
fulgent light. 

In spite of the fact that sculpture 
exists in three dimensions, and 
painting in only two, the advantage 
is not all on the side of sclupture, 
you soon discovered. The painter's 
I materials, canvas and pigments, have 
no beauty Inherent in themselves, 
like marble and bronze, but they can 
be manipulated to perfect imitation 
— for the eye only, of cou 
anything you please, forms, tex- 
tures, colors, light. Painting, then, 
depends for its attraction on the 
perfect rendering of light: sculpture 
on the perfection of form. 

It follows, then, that their ams 
must of necessity be radically dif- 
ferent, and that an effort to combine 
the two is doomed to failure. It has 
been tried again and again, never 
successfully. Even the occasional 
painting of statues strikes one as 
being unpleasant, though, to be sure, 
the Greeks themselves sometimes 
did it. The noblest sculptures seek 
to embody that which is finest and

No doubt a Parisian model posed 
for Miss Edmond when the artist 
worked on the beautiful nude, en- 
titled “Woman and Rabdit.“ but 
still the crouching figure is the very 
type of womanhood, full of nobility 
and dignity in spite of the squatting 
position, and you care not how 
long—it will never be too long—she 
holds out the cabbage leaf to the 
rabbit, which its as quiet and un- 
disturbed as she. The same is true 
of the lovely young boy called 
“Fountain Figure,” whose brimming 
bow! is so easily and gracefully lift- 
ed that you know his arm will never 
grow weary of holding it up for 
you to drink from. Miss Edmond, 
you see, is a sculptor to her finger 
tips, and understands the glorious 
limitation@—are they limitations or 
opportunities’—of her medium. 

The opportunities that Mr. Towns- 
ley sought and found in his “Sun- 
shine and Poppies.” the study of a 
little girl in white bending over 
vivid are very different 
from these. He knew that the sun- 
shine that helped to make his pic- 
ture might be wiped out by a cloud 
in another moment, that a sudden 
breeze might scatter the red petals 
of the poppies, that the little girl 
might skip away to another field set 
with other flowers. So he caught 
and recorded the golden moment, 
whose significance would change 
more rapidly than he could wield 
hie brush. Fine sculpture has the 
static quality to a marked degree, 
fine pictorial art the quality that 
suggests change and movement.

that a painter needs for the most 
beautiful picture he can ever paint, 
but the sculptor has need of the 
human figure. You see now why 
two dimensions may sometimes be 
more advantageous than three, how 
two talents lent out at usury may 
enrich their possessor a hundred- 
fold. 

But comparisons are not always 
odious, and this one is a case in 
‘point. Sculpture gives us, perfectly, 
something we want in art, painting 
gives us, as perfectly in its way, 
something else that we desire. 
Neither branch of art is better or 
best—-they a only “different,” as 
music and poetry are different. 

It may be argued that Mise Ed- 
mond’s two bas-reliefs, both of 
which are portraits of men, can- 
not be called “typical,” but if you 
study them carefully you will note 
that the racial accent, the accent of 
the type, ie quite as strong as the 
line of individual character. If Miss 
Edmond had painted these portraits, 
instead of modeling them, I am sure 
she would have dwelt more strongly 
on personal peculiarities——and, in- 
deed, color itself would have forced 
them upon her notice. An artist 
can never get away from his me- 
dium. 

The painter may not absolutely 
need the human figure in the mak- 
ing of a picture, but he often finds 
it exceedingly useful. Certainly, 
Mr. Townsley found it so, for almost 
half hie paintings make it the cen- 
tral object for the play of light and 
color, and invariably, with him, the 
central object is a charming girl in 
white or blue or pink. In “Day 
Dreams” she is gowned in both blue 
and white, and site by an open win- 
dow, her shoulders seen st 
draperies; in “Summer” she 
is in white and sits in a rustic chair 
under a tree; in By the Pool” she 
is again in white and sits in a green 
chair, all seen in a shimmer of 
light. 

“In Never-Never Land“ might be 
called “In the Arroyo Seco,” but 
then it would tend to prose instead 
of poetry, it would be a transcript 
of reality, not a delightful bit of 


imagination. Peter Pan, captured by 
the fairies and held forever in Ken- 
sington Gardens, undoubtedly saw, 


at dawn, exactly such a strange 
and gnarled old tree throwing its 
grotesque shadow over the green 
lawns. Almost equally gnarled and 
old is the oak in “Happy Valley,“ 
and the morning light is equally 
bright and beautiful. Too, vivid light 
is found in “Cannas,” and brilliant 
color, orange vermilion blossoms 
against green foliage and purple 
shadows, and in “Sunshine and Shad- 
ow,” “Eucalyptus Trees” and “A 
Pasadena Garden.” 

Mr. Towsley’s search for sunlight 
has met with a rich reward, even as 
Miss Edmond’s search for form.

HE dependent children of Leos 
Angeles county are going to be 
one of the main interests of the 
Women of thé city this year, for 
war conditions and the high cost of 
living are making them a tremen- 
dots problem. The county has over 
1200 in ite direct care in Institutions 
and private homes, and there are 
2600 little children altogether in the 
county whose welfare is dependent 
on the public. The allowance made 
by the county for each child is prov- 
ing hopelessty tnadequate for their 
proper nourishment and develop- 
ment now, club women state, al- 
though fit was ample two and three 
years ago. Prices have risen 40 per 
cent. In all directions, and with in- 
comes the same, needless to say, it 
is the larder that suffers most. For 
instance, milk has risen from 9 to 
14 cents a quart, bread from 9 to 
14 cents a loaf, eggs are 65 cents a 
dozen and meat is more than twice 
as dear as it was last year. 

This, then, is a woman's prob- 
lem, and while rival relief funds are 
competing for the public generosity, 
while we are pouring out our dol- 
lars to the Red Cross, the Belgian 
and French funds, the Navy League 
and the T. MC. A., these, our own 
little children, are deteriorating for 
lack of proper nourishment. To thig 
end both the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee and the parent-teacher asso- 
clations are concentrating on ways 
and means of alleviati the dis- 
tress here at home. The Blic Wel- 
fare Committee is fostering the day 
nursery idea, which has proven such 
a blessing to these methers who 
have been compelled to go to work 
while father goes to war.

For each one of 
them would pay for it with his life) 
if he stepped across the border into 
Even to possess the 
books of one of them, Hermann Fer 
nau, the leader of the band, is a 
crime punishable in Germany by 
death. They publish a newspaper 
called the Frele Zeitung, of which 
Fernau is the editor. in order to 
get their ideas before more of their 
fellow-countrymen than they had 
been able to reach they recently got 
up a fake issue of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, imitating that paper, which 
is ardently pro-government, in form, 
make-up and every appearance, but 
filling its columns with good demo- 
cratic propaganda for the overthrow 
of the German dynasty, militarism 
and autocratic ruling class. Among 
the articles was a signed leading 
editorial by Fernan taken from the 
Freie Zeitung. This fake Frankfur- 
ter Zeitung attained a considerable 
circulation in Germany before the 


authorities found out what it really 
was when they acted promptly, con- 
fisecating all copies that could be 
found. 

The event caused a great stir in 
Switzerland and Germany and the 
Swiss government suppressed, tem- 
porarily, the Freie Zeitung, although 
its editors denied editorially that 
their paper had had anything to do 
with getting out the fake, express- 
ing satisfaction, however, at the 
trick and its sucgess. President 
Wilson has protested to the Swiss 
government against the suppression 
of the paper. Two years ago Her- 
man Fernau wrote “Because I am 
a German and published it in Swit- 
zerland. Its logical and scathing 
showing up of the German govern- 
ment as being responsible for the 
war led to its translation into Eng- 
lish and it was published in the 
United States by EK. P. Dutton & 
Co. An attempt was made by Fer- 
nau and his fellow-workers to intro- 
duce it into Germany. but every 
copy sent across the border from 
Switzerland was seized by the po- 
lice and today the possession of a 
copy of the book in Germany is 
punishable by death. Fernau’s new 
book, “The Coming Democracy,” 
just published in the United States 
by E. P. Dutton & Co., exposes the 
German political system as an evil 
that the German people themselves 
must abolish and appeals to them 
to rise up and rid themselves of the 
imperial dynasty and all its mon- 
archical trappings and establish for 
themselves the liberties that have 
been enjoyed by the English, Swiss, 
French and Americans for a hundred 
and fifty years. 


Great Ice Supply.

A 8ON OF THE MIDDLE BORDER. By 
Hamlin Garland. The Macmillan Com- 
pany, New York. 


We are tempted to say that this is 
the best novel Mr. Garland ever 
wrote; but what would be intended 
as a compliment would wear the 
guise of a slur, for this isn't a novel, 
but an autobiography, and it has all 
the charm of fiction without being 
in the least related to it except in 
artistry of construction. We do not 
know of a more interesting auto 
biography by an American who has 
not been a figure in epochal or 
dramatic events, who bases his nar- 
rative on the simplest of happenings 
and for the most part upon people of 
a class so commonplace as to have 
been largely ignored. The feeling 
that this is a novel—and a great one 
—persists as one reads and after 
one has finished; for it is so rounded 
and developed, so finished as to de- 
tail, embraces so much of American 
life, that it falls almost at once in 
the novel form. 

The story opens in Western Wis- 
consin with Mr. Garland's father re- 
turning from the war. The Garlands 
belonged tothe restless vanguard 
that sought out the unsettled places, 
pursuing the illusion of the rainbow 
further west, and during the next fif- 
teen years they have moved three 
times, on to Iowa, and on to Dakota. 
Perhaps the most interesting part of 
the autobiography, because it focuses 
the attention on the struggles and 
rise of an ambitious boy rather than 
diffuses it among numerous charac- 
ters and families, is that which re 
lates to Mr. Garland’s pilgrimage to 
and sojourn in Boston. But his 
chronicle of the open country, of 
farm life, of the work and drudgery 
and hopelessness of those stubborn 
pioneers, is in itself the finest writ- 
ing that Mr. Garland has to his name. 
There is the real picture of the 
grangers’ frontier, a picture filled in 
with infinite detail—and being his- 
tory, not fiction, there cannot be too 
much detail-—that reconstructs a 
phase in the development of the 
country. 

Mr. Garland and his brother made 
a short trip East then returned to 
Dakota, where Mr. Garland took up 
land and spent the winter in a shack. 
One night, he writes, “is still vivid in 
my memory. The frail shanty, cow- 
ering close, quivered in the wind like 
a frightened hare. The powdery 
snow appeared to drive directly 
through the solid boards, and each 
hour the mercury slowly sank. 
Drawing my bed close to the fire. 1 
covered myself with a buffalo robe 
and slept for an hour or two. When 
I awoke it was still dark and the 
wind, though terrifying. was inter- 
mittent in its attack. The timbers of 
the house creaked as the wind lay 
hard upon it, and now and again 
faint crystals came shifting down. 
upon my face—driven beneath the 
shingles by the tempest.” 

With a bit of money saved, and no 
friends to welcome him, Mr. Gar- 
land went to Boston and into a 
boarding-house close to the public 
library. Lonely, but not miserable. 
he had cockroaches and books as 
companions. 

“At night I made detailed studies 
of the habits of the cockroaches 
with which my room was peopled. 
There was something uncatny in 
the action of these beasts. They 
were new to me and apparently my 
like had never before been observed 
by them. They belonged to the 
shadow, to the cold and to the damp 
of the city, whereas I was fresh from 
the sunlight of the plain, and as 1 
watched them peering out from be- 
hind my wash basin they appeared 
to marvel at me and to confer on 
my case with almost elfish intelli- 
gence. I read both day and 
night, grappling with Darwin, 
Spencer, Fiske, Helmholtz, Haeckel 
—all the mighty masters of evolu- 
tion whose books I had hitherto not 
been able to open. For diversion I 
dived into early English poetry and 
weltered in that sea of song which 
marks the beginning of every litera- 
ture, conning the ballads of Ireland 
and Wales, the epics of Ireland, the 
early German and the songs of the 
troubadours, a course of reading 
which started me on a series of lec- 
tures to be written directly from a 
study of the authors themselves.” 

Mr. Garland’s early ambitions 
were professorial and critical. He 
became a teacher in a school of elo- 
cution, delivered a series of parlor 
lectures under the patronage of a 
discerning woman who took the op- 
portunity of introducing him to the 
literary men of Boston, and he grad 
vally undertook to contribute re- 
views to the Transcript. 

Soon Mr. Garland began writing 
fiction based on farming as he knew 
it. It was realism with a ven- 
geance, more of a vengeance than 
realism can well be now, for the 
“truth tellers” have spoiled the ro- 
mance of every aspect of life, or at 
least tried to spoll it. His studies 
were uncompromising, and aroused 
the indignation of western editors 
who accused him of writing without 
personal knowledge. But those 
stories and his critical activities 
brought him to the attention of Wil- 
liam Dean Howells, Richard Watson 
Gilder, and latér on of the unknown 
Stephen Crane. He had arrived. 
But before his literary arrival he 
became a radical single-taxer and 
took an active part in the Populist 
movement, writing for the old Arena.

Bread Cards Back in B. C. 

It will be a surprise to many of 
us to know that bread cards, suppos- 
edly a disagreeable appurtenance of 
the present war, were common back 
in Caesar's day. A Dutch professor, 
Dr. M. Moltzer, who is responsible 
for this interesting discovery, asserts 
that bread cards very similar to those 
now in use in many of the nations at 
war were imposed upon the people 
by the Emperor Augustus, in whose 
reign Christ was born. To know 
what a modern bread card looks like 
one need only lift the cover of Carl 
W. Ackerman’s “Germany the Next 
Republic?” for the end pages of his

the making of ‘Sister Carrie,’ will 
find a permanent place upon their 
shelves for the book beside M. Zola’s 
Nana.“

Riches from Fields. 


WAR PRICE OF COTTON 
MAKING NEW FORTUNES. 


Crop Average Only Slightly Increased 
i Over Last Year; Values Soar. 


SURVEY of the ripening fields 

of cotton in Imperial Valley, 

made by cotton experts, has 
resulted in an estimate of 65,000 
bales for the new crop. 

This is slightly in excess of thre 
production of last year. It means 
that, at the present price of cotton 
and cotton seed, the growers of the 
valley will receive in the neighbor- 
hood of $9,250,000 gross for their 
crop. 

Cotton picking, ginning and com 
pressing t= proceeding at a rapid 
rate. Cotton pickers and their fam- 
ilies are going into the valley in 
large parties. Within a week, it is 
believed, there will be 2000 pickers 
and haulers busy getting the fiber to 
the gine. 

Before the high water upset the 
plans of the Imperial Irrigation Dis- 
trict to have their new intake gate 
completed before summer, the esti- 
mate of the yield of cotton was from 
75,000 to $0,000 bales. Being obliged 
to concentrate their forces ard 
funds on fighting floods, the district 
was unable to finish the gate in time 
to benef.t the immense acreage, and 
some of it suffered from short wa- 
ter, which cut down the yield sev- 
erel thousand bales. 

The acreage planted to cotton this 
vear was 122.000 acres. This was an 
increase of 45.000 acres over the 
planting of last seasor. An extra 
heavy demand for water for a milo 
crop on 121,000 acres was also part- 
ly responsible for a slightly de- 
creased yield per acre of cotton this 
year. 

About 4500 acre feet of water is 
heing supplied the farmers at pres- 
ent, and, with the milo brought to 
ripeness, the cotton men are getting 
plenty of water, and an optimistic 
view of the situation ts held by cot- 
ton men. 

FINE FIBER IN DEMAND. 

The price of spot middlirg cotton 
in New York is 22 cents The price 
in the valley is 21. cents, with a 
great demand for the extra fine Im- 
perial fiber. A crop of 65.000 bales 
would bring $6,825,000 gross. Cot- 
ton seed, of which there are about 
1800 pounds te the bale. is more 
valus ble this vear then ever before. 
Growers are getting $51 per ton for 
it. The cotton seed would therefore 
bring 2.437.500. 

Manager G. W. West ot the Calex- 


| 


1% Cotton Compress Company, 
which finishes most of the bales 
sinned in the valley, is inclined to 
believe that the estimate of 65,- 
000 bales is correct, and that the 
cotton farmers ot the valley will 
reap a greater profit this year be- 
cause of the advanced price, which 
was 15 cents at this time last year. 

“I am inclined to believe that the 
cry of loss from short water is un- 
warranted,” said Mr. West. “From 
what I have seen we will have as 
much cotton as We had last year, 
and probably a few thousand bales 
more. Bome of the fields hit by the 
temporary water shortage will re- 
wer ia a great measure. We have 
compressed 7686 bales thus far.” 

Manager G. F. Martin of the Im- 
perial compress said that. from re- 
ports of the growers in his vicinity, 
the crop would yield about half a 
ton to the acre this year, a yield 
In excess of the average throughout 
the cotton-producing sections of the 
eountry. | 

Manager Wardlaw of thea C-M 
ranch said that, although wa 
conditions had cut down the vy 
on many ranch@s in Lower Califa 
nia, the growers were eatisfied be- 
cause of the higher price. In the 
nelghborhood of 170,000 acres were 
planted to cotton in the Mexican 
part of the Impertal Valley this year. 
ACRE RETURNS FOR SEASON, 


The acre return in California for 
the season just was $80. one- 
third more than the average of tile 
State next ranking, and nearly three 
time the average acre return of the 
United States. according to the 
United States Bureau of Census. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The vield 
per acre averaged 400 pounds, with 
Virginia nest with 310 pounds per 
acre. 

Longe staple cotton, which bringer 
a price almost double that of the 
hort staple. ie raised on $990 acres 
in the vallev thie vear. cot- 
ton, the price of which m now 58 
cents per pound, i= raised bv 1 few 
farmers. 

The cotton farmers of the valle 


Have set a price of $1.25 per 10° 


pounds for picking short staple cot- 
ton and $1.50 for lone staple. No 
price has vet heen set for the Egryp- 
tian. At this price many of the pick- 
ers last War average $5 to 87 per 
day. Manv of the growers are paving 
$1.40 to $1.75 per 190 pounds. Labor 
Agent Davenport has arranged for 
fhe of scores ef fami- 
lea, Wenn piclers. from Okhhoma 
and Texas, where the cotton crop 
in some sections is not worth the 
picking.

GERMANY PLOTTED WAR 
SAYS DR. GEORGE HALE. 


HAT Germany deliberately 
T Planned the great world war 
aa and is alone responsible for the 
awful carnage in Europe was the 
charge made yesterday at the City 
Club luncheon by Dr. George Ellery 
Habe. chairman of the National Re- 
search Council. 

Step by step the speaker showed 
how the war was brought to its 
Present disastrous climax. He told 
‘ef @fossing the Atlantic in 1905 with 
a German surgeon on the Kronprinz 
Wittheim. This man, in discussing 
netional affairs, spoke of “Our war 
England,” Dr. Hale said, as if 
e a foregone conclusion that 


ny would’ go to war with 
Great Britain. 

He told of a conference held in 
Berlin July 4, 1914, at which the 
Kaiser p 


bring on war with Serbia which the 
— said would then involve Rus- 
s 

He spoke of Bernhardi's book in 
mhich the statement is made that 
France must de crushed.” He 
mwhowed how Germany planned to 
take Holland in order to get “more 
colentes” and then declared that 
Germany is a menace to democracy 
and said he wouldn't favor peace 
with Germany until the oligarchy is 


“The most dangerous feature of 
the German preparation lies In the 
intellectual field, where the entire 
nation has been educated in the 
faith that Germany is above all. 
This results in a kind of religious 
fanaticiem that cannot be eradicat- 
ed from without and could be re- 
moved from within only by a long 
course process of counter-education. 
No German government or party is 
likely to favor this, however. No 


with such a country before it is com- 
pletely conquered. 

“Indications of Germany's inten- 
tion to make war have been appar- 
ent for years both in science and in- 
dustry, as well as in the teachings 
of Treitechke and his school, and 
also in the political world. Military 
tactice have been fostered in secien- 
tine and industrial work. Optical 
Klass instruments, made almost ex- 
clusively in Germany, have been 
most useful as periscopes. Aniline 
dyes, firat discovered in England; 
have been made the basis for the 
manufacture of stores of big explo- 
sives. Polsonous gases have been 
manufactured for the sole purpose 
of making death not speedy but a 
lingering torture to carry out the 
war of frightfulness for which Ger- 
many is famous.

SUES GOVERNMENT. 


Owner of Steamdhip Anvil Claims 
Damages HKecause His Ship 
was Stopped by Gunboat. 


The chase of the steamship Anvil 
by a United States gunboat, and the 
taking of the vessel to the port of 
San Diego in the custody of the 
American Navy, on September 9, 
last, was retold in a complaint filed 
in the United States District Court 
yesterday, by J. P. Franklin, who 
had chartered the Anvil for a trip 
to the Mexican ports of Ensenada, 
La Paz, Mazatian and Guaymas.

MAN BY NATURE, 
REALLY WOMAN. 


Patient Insists on Being in the 
Men’s Ward. 


Long, Remarkable Masquer- 
ade is Recalled. 


Prof. Eugene de Forest, who for 
quarter of a century passed as a 
male, but during that time married 
a man, is furnishing a dilemma for 
the County Hospital authorities. 

The professor filed an application 
and was received at the County Hos- 
pital. She insisted upon being sent 
to the men's ward; the hospital phy- 
Sicilans insisted that “he” be sent 
to the women's ward, because “he” 
looked like a woman 

Under the law the hospital au- 
thorities have the right to make an 
examination, but in this case the 
professor demurred, and it was nec- 
essary to obtain legal advice before 
acting. The advice was to the effect 
that an examination could be made 
in order to determine the disposi- 
tion of the patient. 

This examination was made, it is 
learned, and Prof. de Forest was 
sent to the men's ward. The action 
of the hospital authorities is in di- 
rect contradiction of Prof. de For- 
sts alleged confeasion that “he” is 
a woman. 

In September, 1915, Prof. de For- 
est, a well-known teacher of dra- 
matics with offices in the Blanchard 
Building, was charged with masque- 
rading as a man and to City Mother 
Gilbert and two detectives he made 
an alleged confession, both admit- 
ting and explaining the charge. He 
told of two marriages, assuming the 
role of groom in one and bride in 
the other, and another weird ro- 
mance stretching into an engage- 
ment. 


elations came as a shock to a well- 
known Los Angeles woman living on 
West Eleventh street, as Prof. de 
Forest was engaged to marry her. 
The wedding was set for late in Sep- 
tember, following the entering of 
the final decree in the divorce suit of 
Prof de Forest's wife.“ 

The arrest of Prof. de Forest came 
about as the result of a report that 
he was masquerading as a woman. 
The police learned before the arrest 
that Prof. de Forest's maiden name 
was May Bradley and that she 
taught dramatic art in San Francis- 
co in 1883 and 1884. The role of a 

oman was assumed at that time. 

he married J M. Hart, a newspa- 
per man, and lived with him as his 
wife’ for eighteen months. She 
Played masculine roles with Madame 
Janauschek, the celebrated actress. 

After Mr. Hart died she assumed 
the attire of a man, announcing at 
that time, a quarter of a century 
ago, that she intended to wear men's 
clothing. 

Miss Margaret Barton Hawley, 
cousin of a well-known organist, be- 
came “her” bride in November, 1911. 
A suit for divorce shortly followed. 
In her alleged confession Prof. de 
Forest gave intimate facts which 
would account for her strange na- 
ture. Before she was born her moth- 
er lost a son. Her grief was pitiful 
and she mourned comstantly for him. 
When May was born she was physic- 
ally a woman, but in nature a man. 
As she expressed it: , 

“T am a woman, but at the same 
time I have the mental tendencies 
of a man. I could have been the 
mother of children.” 

But she was unhappy dressed as 
a woman, and happy when she wore 
trousers. It gave her the masculin- 
ity that she craved. Later she be- 
came known only as a man. One 
woman only in Los Angeles knew 
her as a woman. 

She met Miss Hawley through 
Bruce Gordon Kingsley, organist. 
The courtship was brief and they 
were married in Santa Barbara She 
dia not contest Mrs. de Forest's di- 
vorce suit.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 22.—{[{To 
the Editor of The Times: J I have 
noted from time to time the pro- 
gressiveness of our civic bodies in 
this city, endeavoring to interest 
manufacturers to establish plants 
and factories here.

Don't 
these men need food and clothing? 
Somebody has said we were a live, 
wide-awake city. They are right. 
We were, but we are not now. Per- 
haps We are getting too old. Maybe 
we need new blood in our Chamber 
of Commerce and Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association to stim- 
ulate activity. Some of us are 80 
satisfied in the way we grind our 
scythe, that we fail to look up at 
coming events. 

Perhaps the fault Hes with our 
representatives in Congress, but it 
seems they have so much to do that 
they have almost forogtten the -old 
home town.

ITTLE DANGER OF 
WATER SHORTAGE. 


ENGINEER SAYS VADLEY SYS- 
TEM CAN BE PROTECTED. 


Believes Settling Basin will Add 
to Efficiency and Put More Land 
Under Irrigation, but Declares 
Storage Reservoirs Must Un- 
mately be Built. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 27.— [To 
the Editor of The Times:] “Is it pos- 
sible for the Imperia) Irrigation Dis- 
trict to prevent water shortages and 
to protect the valley from floods?” 

This question is so frequently 
asked me by parties who know of 
my connection with the birth and 
development of the Imperial Valley 
that it has occurred to me that my 
opinion may be of public interest, 
and, expressed publicly, may allay 
the fears of many. 1 


There is no physical reason that on 


should prevent the district“ from 
protecting the valley from both wa- 
ter shortages and floods for many 
years to come, 

The works undertaken by the dis- 
trict last winter will, when com- 
pleted, render the valley safe, and 
those works will, without doubt, be 
completed during the coming win- 
ter. 

There are approximately 550,000 
acres now under cultivation, includ- 
ing the lands under the system in 
Mexico. There has been no month 
since the commencement of this 
great reclamation work in which 
there has not been sufficient water 
passing down the river to irrigate 
1,000,000 acres, The difficulty has 
been to divert the water from the 
river into the canal. During the 
flood period in May and June the 
river’s bottom is lowered several 
feet by the scouring action and the 
sand waves carried along the bot- 
tom during floods have annually 
been carried into the canal, raising 
its bottom several feet above its 
floor ds originally constructed. It 
takes months for the silt deposits to 
again raise the bed of the river to 
its normal height and months to re- 
move the silt from the u r four 


lower its 
In the interim, water shortages 


occur, though water enough to ir- 
rigate several times our present area 
may be passing down the river. 

This difficulty was foreseen in 
1900 when the canal construction 
began and the works 1 then de- 
signed to overcome it are now, aft- 
er seventeen years, being carried out. 
We had insufficient funds at first and 
Atterward for many years the legal 
difficulties prevented. The Imperial 
Valley district finally succeeded in 
getting the legal difficulties settled 
and obtained possession of the canal 
system in February, 1916. It then 
decided carry out the original in- 
take idea, and work was begun last 
winter. 

Ur der this plan a concrete head- 
gate, “the Rockwood intake,“ is be- 
ing constructed. This gate is 700 
feet in length and is located direct- 
ly on the river’s bank, 6500 feet 
above the present Hanlon head- 
gate, which is an undershot gate in 
a rock point 1000 feet away from 
the river. The new gate will be an 
over-pour or skimmirg weir de- 
signed to take water from the. sur- 
face of the river only during floods 
and thereby to prevent the sands 
carried along the bottom from en- 
tering the canal. 

We shall then have the two gates. 
The old, or Hanlon, gate will serve 
to regulate the height of water to 
be maintained in a settling basir 
that is bet constructed between 
it and the ew intake. 

Silt passing through the new in- 
take will be dropped in this settling 
basin, and instead of passing 
through the Hanlon gate into the 
canal system, will be pumped back 
into the river by great hydraulic 
dredges. By this means the silt evil 
will be largely cured and it will be 
posible to keep the bed of the canal 
below the bed of the river. so that 
if necessary, all of the water at low 
Periods may be diverted and short- 
age prevented; until at least twice 
the present area is under cultiva- 
tion. When that time comes, the 
only cure will be storage reservoirs. 

The Federal government is the 
only agency that can undertake this 
work. Surveys have been made by 
the goverrment, plans have been 
outlined, and if we all push hard 
enough, I have no doubt but that 
storage reservoirs will be completed 
before the cultivated area will in- 
crease sufficiently to use up all of 
the present low water supply. It ‘s 
my opinion that there will never be 
another serious water shortage in 
the valley. 

As to flood control—while our 
protective works are far from com- 
plete, they have stood this year the 
greatest flood in the history of the 
valley. They will be much stronger 
next year, and I have no doubt of 
the ability of the district to success- 
fully combat any flood that will 
come down the river, but it will re- 
quire forethought and vigilance un- 
tll the storage reservoirs on the up- 
per river are completed. ‘When this 
is done, not only will there be wa- 
ter enough for all lands, including 
those in Mexico, hut there will be no 
floods. Storage reservoirs have be- 
come the ultimate cure for all our 
evils and when built will undoubted- 
ly more than double all land values, 
and without doubt will make the 
great valley of the Colorado River 
the richest and most productive area 
on this continent.
